CANTON, O., Feb. 8.—If it were not 
for the

of the man accused of having con 
ceived the plot to kill Canton’s vice­ 
fighting editor, Don R. Mellett 
Rudner is on trial as one of the 
three alleged slayers of the Canton 
publisher, murdered last July. 
Pat 
McDermott is serving a life sentence 
for the murder, and Lois Mazer, a 
third alleged murder conspirator, is 
yet to be tried. 
The venire of 56 persons drawn to 
be quizzed as possible jurors was ex­ 
hausted early today, causing a delay 
until Sheriff Ed Gibson could get an­ 
other panel summoned. 
Court then 
adjourned until 9 a. rn. tomorrow. 
Meanwhile Judge Agler beamed on 
the assemblage. Once when a young 
mother pleaded ill health as an ex­ 
cuse for dodging jury duty, the judge 
smiled, left the bench and escorted 
her from the court room with the ad 
monition: "Take care of yourself, my 
friend.” 
The first panel of potential jurors 
was exhausted with the defense using 
but two of its 16 peremptory challen­ 
ges. Most of those excused admitted 
that they were prejudiced against cap­ 
ital punishment. Some said that they 
had formed an opinion in the case and 
were summarily dismissed. 
Bitterly Contested Trial. 
Defense counsel has indicated that 
this trial is to be bitterly contested. 
In contrast with the trial of Pat Mc­ 
Dermott, who was con viced Christmas 
Eve and sentenced to life Imprison­ 
ment for his alleged participation in 
the conspiracy, the proceedings to de­ 
cide Rudner’z fate have become extra­ 
ordinarily alow. E. L. Mills, chief of 
counsel for Rudner, takes advantage 
of the slightest opportunity to har­ 
angue the court, thus providing fur­ 
ther delajrs. 
It almost seems that 
Mills Is striving to hold the trial off 
for some definite moment, as if a 
surprise witness” were to be avail 
able then. 
Today it appeared that a Jury will 
not be selected before Thursday al­ 
though many predicted

taking of testimony would not begin 
before next Monday.

In the radio story below O. E. Gil­ 
lette of Kansas City lays claim to the 
title of ‘ champion air fisher” because 
he has logged 310 Suttons.

Gallagher, radio announcer at Sutton 
WTAM at Cleveland, interviewed to 
ascertain the ease with which Suttons 
can be tuned in says, “Although there 
are 705 licensed broadcasting Suttons 
in the United States it is remarkable 
to tog 310 of them.

Radio “Bug” Six Years 
Gillette has been a radio “bug*-wince 
broadcasting became popular in 1921. 
Through his experlmeuu be improv­ 


ed his radio equipment regularly, and 
now believes he has the best radio 
receiving set in this section of the 
country. 
A small contraption that 
rests on top of his receiver is noth­ 
ing more than a wave trap. 
But Gillette does 
not 
credit his 
wave trap for all of bls success in get­ 
ting outside stations through local in­ 
terference. He says the use of a short 
ouUide aerial, careful tuning and per­ 
sistence are responsible, largely, for 
bis success as an “air fisher.” 
To the average radio fan, Gillette’s 
record may seem appalling, and, in a 
way it is. To hear an average of one 
new station every two hours one op­ 
erates a receiving set and to hear the

Where the pure primary exists there 
must be a strong corrupt practices act, 
it is admitted, but no one has as yet 
devised a law lim iting the amount of 
money a candidate may spend, or that 
may be spent in his behalf, that can 
not be evaded in one way or another. 
Also there have been repeated demon­ 
strations that it is not so much the 
illegal use of money in politics that Is 
to be restrained, as it is the legal use, 
or the abuse of the legal use.

From 
W roughton tfie transm ission passed 
by wire telephony to th? long distance 
office of the B ritish general post office. 
At this point is located segregating 
apparatus sim ilar to th at in the New 
York telephone office, and is then dis­ 
tributed over the ordinary telephone 
plant to the London subscriber.

Thereupon congress lacks' 
machinery to enforce its law, even j 
though it disagrees with the supreme 
court- 
But here’s a case where the senate J 
does possess the machinery. It’s the! 
machinery itself. 
The supreme court's only recourse. 
if defied by the senate, is to declare 
the senate In contempt. 
The senate 
might conceivably say It didn't care 
Whether it was in contempt or not. I 
The penalty for being in contempt 
is to be locked up. 
But imagine the 
supreme court doing that to all the 
senators, from Ashurst down to Willis! 


One thing it’s forseen that Yare 
may succeed in doing. 
Excluded from the senate, he may 
maltase to effect a legal jam which 
will prevent Qpv. Fisher from filling 
Pennsylvania's vacant seat by appoint­ 
ment. 
In that instance Pennsylvania will 
have to get along with only one sena­ 
tor (Dave Reed) until the 71st con­ 
gress meets. 
Yare can’t do the dog-in-the-manger 
act for the full six years of the term 
he claims to have been elected to. lie 
must qualify before the election of 
3928 or he loses his seat for good. but j 
It’s possible he can stall off the ap-1 
pointmen! of a successor until then. ] 
If lie’s still on the outside next Nov. 8,1 
the place xviii be open to a candidate 
at the polls for a 4-year term. 
BH can run himself, if he rtkes and 
can get the nomination, bu^ it's open 
to question if the senate would seat 
him even then. 
Pennsylvania may not like the idea 
of getting along for two years with 
only one senator but it’s among tho 
possibilities, if Yare decides to fight 
to the last ditch.
